Vinca in Edinburgh / Lothians 


There are three Periwinkles shown in wildflower books; in Edinburgh we have two in the wild 
(Lesser & Greater) but you’ll also spot the third in gardens and might present itself as a relic in the 
right situation. 


To identify them look at the green calyx at the flower base, or if lacking leaf margins and leaf 


shape/size.
